When 
the teacher who was responsible for his ad- 
mittance found it out he came to me in trep- 
idation and Wanted to know what sholild be 
done. I told him, of course, the aed would 
have to leave. 

“Then the boy came to me and bagted to 
bé permitted to rémain. I told him I was 
sorry, but it was cofitrary to the rules and 
he must go. ‘ 

“Then he held up one arm—and I noticed 
the sleeve was empty to the elbow—and said: 

“* You can't tur me out. What shall I 
ao?’ 

’ Finding the boy had done g60d work, J 
went to the superintendent of schools and 
put it up to her, recommending that he be 
pérmitted to stay, and she in her wisdom 
granted that fe remuin as a spectal student.

And as king, James annulled the charter 
he had granted as duke, and “ controlled 
by a king who was blind to the significance 
of popular government, New York began 
its career as a colony governed wholly 
from ‘above, for the people, though well 
cated for, were denied the right of repre- 
sentation.” 

In this there might be found some slight 
explanation of matters in New York today. 

The colonies were.built up fighting for 
self-government, not’ for representative 
government except as it presented a suit- 
able instrument, but for self-government.

‘THE FARMER’S WIFE AND HER 
HOME. | 

It is a well known fact that the women 
are responsible, largely, for the movement 
from the country to the town. They grew 
morbid in the solitude and stale with the 
monotony. The work on the farm—work 
in which they often failed to procure assiat- 
ance—was bitterly hard, and it held no va- 
cations. ‘They offen were the victims of 
mortgages, which, like Tennyson’s brook, 


went on forever, and increased prosperity 


frequently meant only a further accumula- 
tion of more acres instead of a mitigation of 
domestic hardships. 

But there were a number of other ele 
ments of dissatisfaction. Some of them 
were realized, others were not. Undoubted- 
ly one of the chief of these was the inability 
of many farm women to take pride in their 
homes. They could not do it because there 


| was nothing to be proud of. The home rep- 


resented the necessaries, and when once the 
grim objects of domestic use had been 
placed, nothing further was done to the 
home. Whereas the village woman or the 
city woman of very moderate means might 
indulge in fresh wall paper and gay printed 
hangings, the farm women of a certain cur- 
cumstance looked year in and year out upon 
the same hard, white plastering, which 
gathered to itself additional smoke and 
cracks, but offered nothing upon which the 
imagination could feed. There might be a 
picture or two on the walls, but these grew 
as familiar and as hateful as the paling 
around the pig pen:~ There were no maga- 
zines, of at best only a farm journal and 


a denominational paper; there was no music 
‘gave the droning of the choir on Sundays; 


there was no surprise, no gayety, no an- 
ticipation. 

Life, really, when you come to think of it, 
is something like a motorcycle. It proceeds | 
by a series of explosions, Let these ex- 
plosions be too slow or too feeble, the ma- 
chine will not run. Let them be too violent 
and ‘oo swift, and disaster is possible. But 
the farm woman of the drudge and grind 
variety ran down for lack of interruptions— 
or in other words, explosion. She perished 
of usualness, was slain by the expected. 
Monotony was the deadly upas tree beneath 
which she slept, and in the anguish of her 
face, which aged in youth, one read that 
terrible inscription—defeat of purpose. 

It is getting different now. The automo- 
biles race from the villages to the farms, 
and giving the, horses a rest on Sunday 
doesn’t mean that the family has to stay 
at home and mope. Mortgages, they say, 
are nowadays quite frequently paid up; the 
blithe Victrola brings “ Caruso’s argent 
voice”’ into the remotest homes; the tel- 
ephone establishes communication between 
the farms, and the arduous spring house 
cleaning now includes spring decorating, 
too. The parcels post, when it comes, will 
be another means of givihg the farm dweller 
the conveuiences of city life, making 1 
easier and cheaper for the housewife to shop 
as her sister of the city does. 

But while we are congratulating our- 
selves on the changed fortune of the farm 
women, let us not forget that there are 
thousands and thousands of the old time, 
as hopeless, as helpless, as sodden as Any 
that ever lived. 2 In these days when fem- 
inine revolt ig so fashionable, it should be 
the missionary task of the sisters of such 
to arouse them to a wholesome revolt.

They protect us against enemies, they take 
us where the air is good, they establish 
our breathing requirements, for, as Woods

The gases flow in the air tubes as 
far as they go and then they get into the 
blood cells and are carried the balance of 
their journey. “ We breathe with our legs.”

Commdénly, we say the heart circulates 
| the blood, and it does furnish a part of the 
rive, but contracting, moving muscles 
squeezing out tissue juices furnish an im- 
portant part of it. 

The muscles are the servants of the com- 
monwealth. They stand and serve. They 
have a right to use the motto of the English 
royal family, “ Ich dien.” 

But development of muscle, while im- 
portant, is not the most important aim 
of exercise. More important is the use 
of muscles in groups, each muscle doing 
exactly its work, no more, no less, and each 
doing its work at just the right time, not 
too early, not too late. That is the work 
of nerve cell control. 

Moving the muscles in groups codperating 
each with the other is good mental training. 
No mind is educated or trained until it has 
taught its cells codperation and control. 
Did you ever see an overeducated, bespec- 
tacled, learned man who could do nothing 
with his hands? You haven’t quit laugh- 
ing at him yet, have you? Orhad you pity? 

A brain gains in abstract power when 
it gains the power to control muscles, par- 
ticularly the muscles of the hands—what 
Hetherington terms the fine muscles—the 
muscles which are exercised in the arts, 
crafts, and most of the manipulations of 
skilled labor. 


The first point is—it makes for health 
to build up the muscles and keep them in 
good condition. The next is—it makes for 
general well being to train the muscles to 
control and codperation. But codperation 
is the basis of society. Codperation is so- 
ciety. Where there is coéperation things 
are social. When there ie no codperation 
things are anti social. 

It is only an easy step to pass from a 
group of muscles playing together to ac- 
complish an end and a group of boys work- 
ing together on a baseball nine. And proper 
play combines all these good things in one.

Athletics, in that they furpish a spec- 
tacle, have served a most useful purpose. 
How the spectator gets health out of play 
will furnish one of this series, On the. 
other ‘hand, it is easy to see how the spec- 
tacle stimulates a desire for better phys- 
ical development, which in turn fills every 
vacant lot with small boys playing base- 
ball and football, and occasionally makes 
the spectator do a few elephantine stunts, 
There is no doubt but going to baseball 
games stimulates many a man to play golf 
or to swim. 

The objection urged against athletics is 
that it serves to overdevelop the fit and to 
neglect those who need physical develop- 
ment niost—the soft muscled, the short 
winded, those lacking cotrdination, those 
who cannot do thngs with their hands. 
But that need not worry us. Competition 
between social units will find a way to 
become more social. It is only a step from 
a jumping contest between the best jumpers 
in Englewood High and Lake View High 
to a contest between the average jumper of 
the senior class of the one against the 
senior class of the other. When this time 
comes the jumpers who know how will put 
in some of their time helping those who. do 
not know how. 

The nearest approach to community in 
athletics is the methods of the Turnge- 
meindes. 

From development of a muscle to muscle 
control was a step, from muscle control to 
athletics another, from athletics to play is 
even more a gain, for play combines the 


social, the muscular, and the mental to an . 


exceptional degree.

For a child “the play’s the thing,” or 
still further paraphrasing Shakspeare, “All 
the world’s a play and all the men and 
women merely players.” That was not 
what Shakspeare meant, but it is true 
enough to belong with the myriad true 
things said by Shakseeare. 


Developing muscles may pall, exercising’ 


may become irksome, athletics may lose 
its relish, but the appetite for play abides. 
In the language of Montague Glass, “ Busi- 
ness is business, Mawruss, and sometimes 
pleasure.” 

Children need play to get them into the 
open air, to get them into the sunlight, to 
make them breath deep, grow red faced, ex- 
cited, and tingle. As Luther Burbank puts 
it, “Evey child should have mud pies, 
grasshoppers and tadpoles, wild straw ber- 
ries, acorns and piné cones, trees to climb 
and brooks to wade in, sand and snakes, 
huckleberries and hornets, and any child 
who has been deprived of these has been 
deprived of the best part of his education.” 

There is no place where a child learns 
things so readily as in play. Wirt and the 
Gary school system are wise beyond their 
generation in making the playground the 
place to teach geography, arithmetic, and 
other didactic branches. But better than 
geography, play teaches self-control, social 
sense, honor, enthusiasm, determination, the 
never-say-die. As Gulick says, “ Play is the 
spontaneous enlistment of the entire per- 
gonality. We do not have to pursue the 
goal; we wish to—it is our main desire. 
The people who accomplish things are the 
people who play the game. They let them- 
selves go; they are not afraid. * Play up, 
play up, play the game.”

“Says Allen in “ Civics and Health”: 
“Hygiene and play teachers would have 
an incalculable effect on the reduction of 
tuberculosis not only in making healthier 
physiques but by inculcating habits of out- 
door life and love of fresh air. The danger 
of those contagious diseases which ravish 
childhood would be greatly reduced. An 
ambition for physical integrity would make 
unnatural living unpopular. Competition 
in games with children of the same physical 
class develops aecuracy, concentration, dis- 
patch, resourcefulness, as much as does in- 
struction in arithmetic. Smoking can easily 
be discredited among boys trying to hit 
A bey would sooner give

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


MR. TOLMAN AND LAW REFORM, 

Chicago, May 6.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une,}—In the report of Mr. Edgar B. Tol- 
man's suggestions for law reform, published 
in your valued paper, Mr. Tolman is 
made to say: . “ We still preserve in Illi- 
nois the old distinction between suits at law 
and in equity, between actions for money 
damages and actions in which the relief 
sought is the decree of a judge. Under our 
present plan, if an action is brought on the 
wrong side of the court the litigant has his 
entfre case thrown out when the erfor is dis- 
covered, whereas the cause should simply be 
transferred to the proper branch of the 
court, without delay or expense. No litigant 
+ should have his suit dismissed merely be- 
cause his lawyer has come into court-through 
the wrong door.” 

If Mr. Tolman will read section 40 of our 
practice act, in force July 1, 10907, he will 
see that ‘‘ Where party commencing any 
civil suit shall have misconceived his remedy 
he may, in the discretion of the court and by 
proper amendments in the same proceeding, 
transfer the suit; if at law, to chancery, and 
tf in chancery, to the law docket of the court, 
and when so transferred the suit shall pro- 
ceed as though originally -commenced on 
such side of the court.’’ 

As will be seen, the above section remedies 
the trouble of which Maj. Tolman complains.

sisted Lords Strathcona‘ and Mountstephen 
in building the Canadian Pacific railroad. 

Among all his many recreations, which 
have included the breeding as well as the 
owning of race horses, he has found time to 
be a splendid tennis player. Now that he has 
turned his attention to aerial navigation. he 
will no doubt impart to its development that 
vigor and thoroughness which have charac- 
terized his other pursuits, whether for busi- 
ness or pleasure.

False Advertising Punishable. 


By A. W. THACKARA. 


ALSE representation in advertising is @ 
Serious offense over in Germany and is 
punishable by fine for the firet offense 
and by fine and imprisonment for suc- 
ceeding offenses. For that reason 

are in the Fatherland are careful not 
put extravagant values on goods that are 
not worth the prices quoted. 

That part of the law covering such cases 
provides that! , “‘ Whoever with intent to call 
forth the appearance of an especially /ad- 
vantageous offer shall in public announce- 
ments or communications intended for a 
larger circle of persons, ag touching busi- 
ness relations, especially as touching the 
character, origin, manner of production, or 
the fixing of the price of goods or industrial 
produtts, the manner of acquisition, or the 
sources of supply of goods, thé possession of 
marks of distinction, the motive or purpose 
of sale, or the abundance of supplies; shall 


knowingly make false representations tend- 
ing to mislead, is liable to imprisonment up 
to one year and toa money penalty up to 5,000 
marks or to one of these punishments.”’ 

When a person is found guilty a fine of 
5,000 marks ($1,100) is imposed for the first 
offense; for the: second offense a fine of 5,000 
marks, or imprisonment up to one year; and 
for the third offense the guilty party is in- 
variably sent to prison for a term not exceed- 
ing one year. 

In addition to fine and imprisonment, a per- 
son convicted of false advertisment is obliged 
to insert an advertisement in a certain num- 
ber of newspapers stating that he has been * 
convicted of unfair competition. Usually he 
is required by the judge to insert the adver- 
tisement in at least twenty-five papers, and 
sometimes in as many as 100. The;judge 
usually dictates the text of the advert ent 
and specifies the papers In which it be 
inserted.

Workers Benefited by Closing 


“Company Stores” in France. 
By CARL B. HURST. é 


N some parts of the south and in mining 
communities the custom still prevails of 
operating “company stores,’’ where em- 
‘ployée are practically compelled to bay 
their greceries and other necessities, 

often paying exorbitant prices for them. 
Credit is extended to workers to the amount 
of the pay they receive, and the bill is de- 
ducted from their wages at the end of the 
month. PF 

This custom has long prevailed in France,, 
but recently a law was passed and is now 
in effect providing for the suppression of 
that class of stores. The measure contains 
the following provisions: 

Every employer in France ja prohibited: 
(1) From. having in connection with his es- 
tablishment a store, business, or arrange- 
ment énabling him to sell directly or indirect- 
ly, to his operatives and employés or to/their 
families, provisions and merchandise of any 
kind whatever; (2) from obliging his oper- ‘ 
atives and employés to spend their wages in 
whole or in part in stores indicated by him. 

This intérdiction does not apply toa formal 
contract between operative and employer if 
the contract stipulates that the operative 
will be lodged and boarded and will receive, 
in addition, fixed wages in money, or if the 
employer, in meeting the terms of the con- 
tract, allows the operative materials for his 
work at cost price.

A system of purchase and saie existing be- 
tween employés and railroads under control 
of the state will. not be affected by the pres- 
ent law—subject, ‘however, to a threefold 
condition: [1] The personnel shall not be 
compelled to buy of the railroads; [2] the 
sale of provisions and merchandise shall 
bring no profit to the employer; [3] the stores 
where such goods are disposed off Shall be 
managed by a commission, at least one-third 
of whom are delegates.qalected by the work- 
men and employés of the line. 

Furthermore, the minister of public works 


shall. five years after the promulgation of 


the law, consult, in a mgnner to be deter- 
mined by a ministerial decree, the rersonnel] 
of each railroad as to the suppression or the 
maintenance of sale annexes. ° 

The same rules will apply to manufactur- 
ing establishments conducted by companies 
in which the greater part of the capital is 
held by the workmen and employés thereof, 
whether pensioned or not, and the general 
directorates of which arécomposed by statue 
of more than one-half of such members. 

The official work inspectors are directed to 
supervise the execution ofthe present law. 

Every infraction of.the articles just cited 
will be punishable by a fine of $9.65 to $386, 
which will be increased: to’ $8605 in case of a 
second offense. Certain provisions of the 
French penal code are likewise applicable in 
determining sentence.
